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RIFLE PRACTICE BOARD 
TO CONSIDER CONTEST" 


HE annual meeting of the national 
board fer the promotion of rifle | 
practice, which will take place in | 

Washington. January 27, and which will 
be attended by Colonel W. E. Coney, of | 
Savannah, the Georgia member, promises | 
to be an event of much interest to the | 


rifle world. 

Two of the important matters ta come 
before the board are the time and place | 
for the next national match and the 
weapon that shall be used m the national | 
team match and the national individual | 
match. The militia has not yet been! 
armed with the new rifle, model of 1903, 
as it is technieally known, but arrange- | 
ments are progressing to the end that is | 
hoped by the time spring range practice 
sets in the militia will have laid aside 
the Krag for the new Springfield. 

Naturally there is room for discussion 
of this interesting point. The army has 
had the new Springfiela for some time, 
Indeed it was prepared to use it in the 
national matches last year, but was com- 
pelled to use the Krag because*the mi- 
litia had nothing else. The prime object 
of the national matches is to enable the 
regular and the citizen soldiery to meet 
on equal footing and under uniform cone- 
ditions. Therefore the arms and ammu- 
nition must be identical, and so the army 
laid aside its new gun and shot with the 
Krka. But as the army has had the new 
Springfiela for some time and the national 
guard will not get it until spring, there 
may be some question ag to whether the 
militia will be able to secure a satisfac- 
tory amount of practice before the nation- 
al match. It is thought, however, that 
this objection, if there is any, can be 
overcome, and it is highly probable the 
new Springfield will be used. 

While the place of holding the next 
annual match will be discussed it will 
doubtless be referred to a committee. 
Fort Riley, Kans.; Seagirt, N. J., and 
Ohio will be considered. There is almost 
unanimous disposition to move the Nna- 
tional match from place to place, both to 
give the marksmen variety and because 
wherever it is held interest in rifle shoot- 
ing is greatly stimulated. It will be 
years before every state will have a range 
sufficient to accommodate these matches, 
especially as the entry list is constantly 
increasing, but ag they complete thear 
ranges, macie possible by the increased 
appropriation, many think they should 
be encouraged by being given the national 
match. <As the National Rifle Associa- 
tion, the governing body of all civilian 
rifle clubs, holds its matches at the same 
time as the national board, the two events 
attract riflemen from all parts of the 
United States. Some of those interested 
believe congress should establish a na- 
tional rifle range near Washington for The 
national matches, something on the order 
of the British range at Bisley, where 
thousands of marksmen gather for the 
British national matches. This proposi- 
tion is still in embryo, but may be sé€- 
riously considered some day. 

Another question likely to be consid- 
ered by the national board is the advis- 
ability of continuing the large money 
prizes in the national individual match. 
Military rifle shooting is such a compara- 
tively new sport, so to speak, that what 
would be considered an ordinary prize 
abroad seems tremendously large here. 
Weare far from being a nation of marks- 
men, especially with guns that kill at 4 
mile or so. In England the king's prize 
amounts to $1,250, and in other countries 
are equally rich and even richer prizes.

AS MEMORIAL TO COLERIDGE 
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ONDON, January 
Stowey, in Somerse:, «s a pictur- | 
esque old world cottage in whicn 

Samuel Taylor Coleridge passed some of 
the happiest years of his life and wrote 
some of his most famous poems. 

“The Ancient Mariner,” in Yact, was 
produced there, and so it is especialiy 
good to hear that enough money nas 
finally been raised by subscription to pur- 
chase the historic cottage and maintain 
it as a memorial to the great poet and 
critic. The movement to secure it for 
the nation was headed by Lord Lytton, 
Professor Wright and other distinguished 
men of letters, and the place is to be pre- 
served as far as possible for all time, 
in the state in which it was during its! 
famous tenant's residence. 

Coleridge took up his abode there with 
his wife and child in 1797. With the 
large kitchen garden attacheq to it, it! 
was then worth about $35 a year, but | 
the poet's friend and admirer, Thomas 
Poole, of Bristol, let him occupy it for}! 
nothing. This meant much to Coleridge, | 
for he was then wretchedly poor, his 
main sources of income being $5a week, 
which he received for contributiong to 
the Morning Post, and donations from his 
friends. Indeed, when he took up his 
abode in the cottage he expected to part- | 
ly support himself by raising fruits ana 
vegetables in the big garden. Though:

ONDON, January 5.—By this time, 
4 Pauline Chase must know quite a 
lot about fairies. Must believe in 
them, too, and possibly has a shrewd 


idea that two or three of the particularly | 


beneficent kind were in attendance 
her when first she came from America to 
this country, a little over five years ago. 

One must admit, moreover, that this 
American girl has pretty gooq reason t? 
believe in fairies, with whom, by the 
way, she has become acquainted through 
her friend, J. M. Barrie, who is the most 
prominent authority on these lttle folk 
and their ways. His play “Peter Pan’ 
is simply full of them, and Dy now Paul- 
ine Chase must be tolerably familiar 
with this piece, for after appearing in 
London during two holiday seasons as 
one of the children therein, she is now 
playing the part of ‘‘Peter Pan” himself at 
the duke of York's, and, as Americans 
may already have heard, giving an un- 
commonly charming performance of “The 
Boy Who Wouldn't Grow Up.” 

It may be stated, too, that the appear- 
ance of ‘‘Pollie Chase,’ as I heard her 
referred to by Ellen Terry last night, in 
the star part of “Peter Pan,” ig by the 
express wish of Mr. Barrie himself, and 
has the hearty approval of Charles 
Frohman, who has just produced the 
piece for the third time as a 
offering. So with three such distinguisn- 
ed backers and believers as the most 
famous of English actresses, the most 
prominent of American managers, and 
one of the fnost famous of living British 
authors, there can be no question that 
Pauline Chase is a fortunate girl, and 
has reason to thank her good fairies, or 
her lucky stars or whatever agency is 
responsible for her quite remarkable suc- 
cess. 

It is just possible, by the way, 
that success is due to nothing but good, 
hard work, in addition to a particularly 
charming personality, for when first 
Pauline Chase came over here she was 
practically unknown, and the subject of 
no special ‘‘booming,’’ in spite of the 
fact that she already had made a little 
hit at home as the “Pink Pajama Girl’ 
of the ‘‘lAberty Belles.”

over, as perhaps no other actress but 
Maude Adams has done, and acteqg so 
well that the house was in raptures. 
So quite evidently Pauline is ‘“‘made’’ and 
on a new play especially for her, he may 
ona new play especially for her, he may 
be counselled to do it forthwith, for she 
can be depended upon to give a good 
account of herself.

Mr. Frohman, by the way, says that 
when he asked Miss Chase, recently, if 
she would like to return to America she 
replied in the negative, and gave as her 
reason that the English roads were bet- 
ter ior motoring. Automobiling, in fact, 
is this little actress’ pet hobby. She pos- 
fesses two cars of her own and iwas, in 
fact, recently reported engaged to a 
rich man who manufactures them. Ap- 
parently, then, it will be some time be- 
fore the new ‘‘Peter Pan” is again seen 
in her native land, and this is hardly 
surprising considering the Influential 
friends she has made in this country.

DEMURRAGE AND DELAY. 


At a meeting of some 200 delegates representing boards of trade and 
(commercial organizations in all parts of the country, held in Chicago Friday, 
resolutions were adopted urging laws to make the railroads equal sufferers 
when cara of freight are delayed, particularly through the item of demurrage, 
which they want increased from the $1 contemplated in the Madden bill, 
s00n to come before congress, to $5 per car per day. 

This demurrage charge, of course, relates to interstate shipmetns, be- 
cause it rests with the states to fix and enforce such charges upon shipments 
arising wholly within the bounds of the state, just as is done in Georgia, 
where the demurrage charge is $1 per car per day, whether the fault lie with 
the railroad or the shipper. 

Whether this amount is enough, however, is a serious question. So far 
as shipments within the state of Georgia are concerned, this charge does not 
appear to have hastened the railroads to any extent in the matter of prompt 
shipments. For instance, during the month of November, 1960, claims aggre- 
gating more than $13,000 were lodged against the railroads of this state on 
account of demurrage. How much of it was paid is not on record, but in the 
case of all just claims the railroad commission will enforce payment if the 
matter be brought to its attention. 

There would seem to be room here for serious consideration as to in- 
creasing the amount of the demurrage charge within the state, particularly 
with regard to certain classes of freight, if it is to be made effective in se- 
curing prompt service. The shipper, too, would, no doubt, be glad to have 
this increase made, even though it would call for still more alertness on his 
part in discharging shipments placed for him.

It is with this phase of the subject that the Chicago meeting has sought 
to deal. Coupled with a demurrage charge of sufficient size to induce prompt 
service, there should also be a reasonable minimumu rate per day at which 
shipments should be required to be moved, and, above all, the matter of the 
collection of demurrage should be shorn of all red tape. 

Only by such regulations as these can it be hoped to enforce prompt 
service, and herein, undoubtedly, lies abundant room for congressional] in- 
vestigation and action.

FROM GEORGIA TO EUROPE. 

There is no reason why there should not’ be abundant encouragement 
for the establishment of direct trade between the ports of Georgia and those 
of European countries. 7 

Indeed, a beginning has already been made, as appears from the adver 
tisement of a direct line between Savannah and Bremen, in which it is 
announced that the North German Lloyd Steamship company dispatches a 
steamer every third week from Bremen to Savannah, giving the same ocean 
rates as from Bremen to New York. | 

Herein, it would seem, is involved a tremendous saving in rates in either 
direction, as between points in South Atlantic territory and European 
ports. 

Outside of shipments of cotton, which are carried principally in “tramp™ 
steamers, there is undoubtedly sufficient trade between the South Atlantic 
and Gulf states and European countries to keep busily employed more than 
one line of steamers, running on more frequent schedules than once in three 
weeks. 

It only remains for this direct trade to be developed. We have no doubt 
that from this beginning it will grow, and grow marvelously, but until now 
it has been too slow, largely, no doubt, because of the timidity of the steam- 
ship lHnes in offering proper facilities for it. 

There is no occasion for this timidity, if they will only come and ask 
for it. With the growth and crystallization of the immigration movement 
the time is already ripe for it, and if they will come and seek the traffic 
they will get it. 

Traffic is bound to move along the line of least .resistance, and the 
principal resistance is found in freight charges. With the same ocean rates 
as are given New York, certainly there is no question that traffic for points 
in the South Atlantic and Gulf states can be handled more cheaply through 
the Georgia ports than through New York, which is nearly 900 miles farther 
away. 

What we want to do is to build up our foreign commerce through the 
Georgia ports. We are prepared to supply the interior facilities, if the steam- 
ship lines will simply come and make us of them,

JUDGE HART CONSTRUES 
CHILD LABOR REGULATION 


by a prominent Georgia cotton mill 

official, regarding the construction to 
be put upon certain features of tae.new 
child labor law which has just gone into 
effect, in part at least, and especially 
with regard to section 5 of that act, At- 
torney General John C. Hart has writ- 
ten an interesting letter which will, no 
doubt, furnish valuable information to 
cotton mill and factory men all over the 
state. . 
' Judge art's letter, 
iself, is as follows; 


\" response to a letter. addresed him 


which explains 


“January 4, 1907. 

“Dear Sir: I am in receipt of your 
letter of the 4th and note your request 
that I construe section $, acts of the 
general asembly, 1906, page 98, en- 
titled ‘An act to regulate the employ- 
ment of cnailkdren in factories and man- 
ufacturing establishments in this state 
and providing for the punishment for 
‘Violations of the regulations prescribed, 
and for other purposes.’ The section 
you refer to provides that ‘it shall be 
unlawful for any owner, superintendent, 
agent or any other person acting for 
and in behalf of any factory Or manu- 
facturing establishment to hire or em- 
ploy any child unless there is provided 
and placed on file in the office of such 
employee an affidavit signed by the pa- 
rent, guardian, or person standing in 
parental relation thereto, certifying 
to tne age and date of birth of such 
child and other facts required in this 
act.’ Section 6 of the act provides in 
substance that the affidavits and cer- 
tiffeates so required shall be open to in- 
spection “by the grand juries of the 
county wherein such factory or manu- 
facturing establishments are _ located. 
Your inquiry is, does‘ section 5 mean 
that every person in the employ of the 
mill under twenty-one years of age fur- 
nish this certificate chrough their parent, 
guardian or otner person standing in 
parental relation thereto? That is to 
say, would the owner, superintendent, 
agent or other person acting in behalf 
of the factory, be liable to prosecution 
under this act for the employment of 
‘a person over eighteen and under 
twenty-one years old, where no certifi- 
cate had been furnished. 

“The purpose of the act was to pre- 
vent the employment of children of ten- 
der years in mills and manufacturing

| “The act should be construed in 
light of the intent and purpose of the 
legislature in passing it.

JI hardly think they 
meant to use the term child in so broal 
a sense. A child is a young person at 
any age less than maturity, but most 
commonly a person between infancy and 
youth. A youth, therefore, is in a sense 
a child, but a child is not commonly 
considered a youth. Youth ts that part 
of life between childhood and manhood. 
The act Nmits childhood in itg provisions 
to eighteeen years and up to that age 
proviies for conditional employment. Re-

“Action as to demurrage in 
cases of interstate shipments. Mr. 
Southall asserts, however, tha he has 
some new points to present for the com- 
mission’s consideration in this connec- 
tion. He says he proposes to show that 
after the arrival of a carload of freight 
at the point of destination, the question 
of demurrage hag no connection what- 
ever with the interstate service. In 
other words, he contends that the inter- 
State service is completed when the car 
reaches its destination. When it comes 
to the matter of properly placing the 
car for unloading he contends that it 
is a separate service, rendered in the 
state, and one over which the railroad 
commission should have ample jurisdic- 
tion, 

The commission has decided to take 
the matter up, and go thoroughly into 
it at its next meeting on January !7. 

During the month of November, 1906, 
it is stated, claims were made against 
the railroads within the state of Geor- 
gia on state business for $13,000 gemur- 
rage charges, the railroads paying all 
from which there was no loophole of 
escape. The demurrage charge on Geor- 
gia shipments is $1 per day per car, and 
applies equally to the shipper and the 
railroads, depending upon which Is at 
fault.
